The 72-foot Vanguard started 
up from its launching stand, 
climbed vertically for more’ 
than 10 seconds, a beautiful | 
sight in the morning sunlight. 

High aloft the giant rocket 
put out a trailer of white 


_smoke, and part of the rocket 


could be seen to break away. 
This may have been the first 


stage falling away from the 


main part of the rocket. 
The missile continued to put 


out a pink trail of vapor as 
‘it angled away toward the 
south. 


To observers on a rooftop 
a mile and a half away it ap- 
to be an excellent 
launching. 

Observing that it was 
Patrick's day, one reporter said, 
“They must have fueled it 
with distilled shamrocks.” 

Rapid Countdown. 

The pre-launch checkdown 
proceeded with amazing 
smoothness, even more rapid- 
ly than had been the case with 
the Army’s much simpler Jup- 
iter C rocket that put Explorer 
Il into the skies Jan. 31.

SINGAPORE, March 17 (AP) 
—The Indonesian army said to- 
night insurgents had been 
driven out of the main part of 
Medan, Sumatra's largest city, 
and that Jakarta government 
forces had regained control of 
the airfield and harbor there. 


The rebel Padang _ radio, 
which announced capture of 
the city of 300,000 in North 


Sumatra yesterday after seven 
hours of hard fighting said the 
Government claim was false. 
The announceinent of the re- 
capture of the airport, harbor 
and main part of the city was 


broadcast by Lt. Col. Ruday 
Pirngadie, Indonesian army 
spokesman, over the Jakarta 
radio, 

He gave no details of the 


operation but said all insurgent 
forces had withdrawn outside 
the city area. 

Earlier, the Indonesian news 
agency had quoted the army as 


conceding the fall of the city 
to the insurgents but the 
agency later said this report 
was a mistake. 

The rebel reports said 
United States-trained Ma) 


Boyke Nainn Golan led the re- 
volt of some 2000 troops. Five 
regiments of government 
troops were reported in the 
Medan garrison and Golan was 
the commander of one of them 
The outbreak in Sumatra’s 
largest city raised speculation 
here whether the _ rebellion 
might spread to North Celebes 
and other islands seeking to 
upset President Sukarno's con- 
cept of a guided democracy 
which admits Communists to a 
voice in the government 
Obviously alarmed over the 
turn of events, Sukarno —or- 
dered reinforcements 
dispatched to the Medan area

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DEATH RATE IN 195 
UP FOR THIRD YEAR 


WASHINGTON, March 17 
(UP)—The Public Health Serv- 
ice reported today the death 
rate in the United States 
climbed again in 1957 for the 
third straight year. 

Dr. Robert J. Anderson, chief 
of the agency's Communicable 
Disease Center, said there were 
50,000 more deaths 
causes last year including an 
extra 15,000 from influenza 
and pneumonia. 

Last year’s estimated death 
rate was 954.2 persons out of 
every 100,000, 35 more per 
100,000 than in 1954. 

Chief cause of death was 
heart disease which: accounted 
for 510 persons out of every 
100,000. In 1956 this average 
was 501.5 persons per 100,000 
and 848.6 in 1954. 

The survey was based on 10 
per cent of all death certifi- 
cates in 113 major American 
cities and towns, 

Tuberculosis was the one 
major disease that took fewer 
lives in 1957 than in 1956. It 
claimed 7.8 persons per 100,- 
000 in A957 compared to 8.4 
persons the year before. 

Auto ) accidents also took a 
lower ¥oll in 1957 than in 1956. 
There were 22.1 .deaths per 
100,000 persons in auto acci- 
dents last year compared with 
23.7 in - 1956. 

Cancer deaths mounted in 
1957, taking a toll of 150.2 out 
of every 100,000 persons com- 
pared to 147.9 in 1956.

26 Alphabetical Agencies. 

In the New Deal’s first year, 
for example, 26 new Govern- 
ment recovery agencies were 
established, ranging alpha- 
betically from AAA (Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administra- 
tion) to TVA (Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority). 

The underlying economic 
problem is of course vastly less 
severe and complicated, now. 

Otherwise, there are in form 
and spirit—and to some extent 
even in atmosphere—remark- 
able echoes at the Capitol, of 
the political situation in the 
first New Deal. 

The Democrats of the pres- 
ent, though not seeking to go 
nearly so far or so fast as did 
their party in those days, never- 
theless are increasingly seeking 
to present themseives as the 
“doers” and the Republicans 
as the hesitators.

RUSSIA REPORTED 

BUILDING FEWER 
SUBMARINES 
WASHINGTON, March 17 


(AP) — Adm. H. G. Rickover 
said today the Russians have 


recently slowed submarine 
construction—“‘why, we dont 
know.” 


“It may be they figure they 
have enough or they may be 
shifting over to a new type,” 
Rickover said in a copyrighted 
interview in the magazine U.S 
News & World Report. 

Rickover, a pioneer in nu- 
clear submarine development, 
said the Russians have more 
than 500 undersea craft, but 
that he does not know whether 
any of them are atomic-pow- 
ered. 

If the Russians are shifting 
fo the nuclear-type, he said, 
“with their large building ca- 
pacity. they could by 1961 
have more nuclear - powered 
submarines, than we at the 
low rate we're building them.” 
The United States has 22 nu- 
clear submarines, under con- 
struction. or authorized, Rick- 
over said, and another five are 
provided for in the program 
proposed for the 1959 fiscal 
year starting July 1.

Consultation Pact. 

This single and important 
exception to an otherwise clear 
partisan struggle is illustrated 
by an agreement between the 
White House and the Capitol 
to the effect that neither side 
will move to cut taxes without 
consulting the other. 

It was possible to arrange 
such a plan because of a sense 
of responsibility between the 
parties that on this one point 
neither could afford to act 
alone. The Democratic leaders 
are committed to continue sup- 
port of some Administration 
programs, particularly foreign 
aid, that will require much 
money. 

The political argument is, 
almost solely, on the matter of 
domestic spending. The Demo- 
cratic position is for much 
more, in categories where it 1s 
argued that beneficial general 
economic effects would quickly 
result. The general Republican 
argument, though it is increas- 
ingly weakening under pres- 
sure, has been for more reserve 
until events have shown how 
the economy will turn in the 
spring.

At a prede- 
termined altitude the chaff is 
released and tracked by radar. 

The Army said it has made 
eontinuous measurements of 
the chaff from the top altitude 
of 283,000 feet. or about 54 
miles, to less than 100,000 feet 
The confetti-like material has 
been carried along at speeds of 
200 miles per hour.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I agree with your editorial 
which supported the scientists who 
abhor overclassification of scien- 
tific information as being harmful 
to the national security. 
As the scientists point out, 
there is only a very small propor- 
tion of documents that really con- 
tain secret information not known 
to other nations. Our concern 
should be to concentrate our at- 
tention on those very few men and 
women who have access to the rel- 
atively very small amount of 
really secret information. 
Yet, unless we inform our Con- 
gressmen, Bill S. 1411 as amended 
by the House of Representatives 
will probably pass by default. This 
bill would extend the coverage of 
the Federal Loyalty-Security , Pro- 
grams to include non-sensitive as 
well as sensitive positions. 
Thé legislation seems unneces- 
sary as Communists are already 
barred by law from all govern- 
ment jobs. It is pointless and time- 
consuming to screen for further 
details a person in a non-sensitive 
job, who by definition does not 
have access to classified informa- 
tion. Meanwhile S. 1411 would so 
increase the scope of the pro- 
grams that it would be impossible 
to administer it fairly to each in- 
dividual no matter how much ad- 
ditional money was appropriated. 
As a Harvard physicist has com- 
mented, “The moment we start 
guarding our toothbrushes and 
diamond rings with equal zeal, we 
usually lose fewer toothbrushes 
but more diamond rings.”

Dilemma at Sea 


A valorous effort is being made at Geneva 
to re-establish principles of law in which 
freedom of the seas can be a secure reality. 
Eighty-seven nations are represented there, 
under the auspices of the United Nations. 
The principal, point at issue is the Width of 
the belt of territorial waters round its shores 
over which a nation may legitimately claim 
sovereignty. 

The three-mile limit is being supported by 
the United States, Britain, France, Japan, 
The Netherlands, Greece, New Zealand and 
Thailand. While it has never been the 
rule without the exception, for a long while 
the three-mile limit was sufficiently the rule 
to preserve the necessary minimum of order 
in international commerce on the high seas. 
Now that is no longer so. 

El Salvador, a country only 70 miles wide, 
claims ,200 miles out to sea. So do Chile, 
Peru and Ecuador. These wild claims affect 
international access to the rich tuna and 
whaling fisheries off the coast of South Amer- 
ica. Claims to a 12-mile belt by the Soviet 
Union disadvantage the Scandinavian coun- 
tries in the Baltic Sea. Japan suffers similar 
handicaps in fishing off Korea and pearling 
off Australia. The United States has had 
trouble with Mexico and Equador. And Rus- 
sian boats have been seized over the rich 
herring banks off Norway. Aviation also is 
affected. 

Extending the three-mile limit to 12 miles 
would, according to calculations by the United 
States delegation, constrict the international 
seas by 3,000,000 square miles. 

The prevailing disorder adversely affects 
the commerce of many countries and could 
adversely affect the peace. There is no ques- 
tion about the desirability of replacing it with 
a reasonable degree of agreement. But the 
United States stands in a weak negotiating 
‘position because its own states of Louisiana, 
Texas, Mississippi and Florida claim for them- 
selves dominion over the oil resources in the 
seabed to a distance of 10 miles and more. So 
long as an American state government, which 
is sovereign only in a domestic—not in an in- 
ternational—sense, is allowed to exercise au- 
thority in the high seas well beyond the 
three-mile limit, how is the United States to 
argue effectively to other internationally sov- 
ereign nations that they should be content 
with less? 

The efforts at agreement which are being 
carried on now in Geneva began among the 
American countries themselves at Ciudad 
Trujillo, Dominican Republic, two years ago, 
without noteworthy success. The United 
States occupied contradictory positions then, 
and continues to do so now. The most hope- 
ful preparation we could make for leading 
the nations assembled at Geneva would be to 
set our own house in order by congressional 
action repealing the mischief-making Sub- 
merged Lands Act of 1953 and reasserting 
full national dominion over our own ter- 
ritorial waters. 


Disability: Up or Down? 

How is the effort to meet the problem of 
presidential disability going in Congress? It 
all depends on which chamber you look at. 

In the Senate, a Judiciary subcommittee has 
approved a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to allow the Vice President to serve le- 
gally as President during a period of ina- 
bility on the part of the Chief Executive. The 
amendment now goes to the full Judiciary 
Committee where it has the support of a 
group of leading Democrats and Republicans. 

But in the House, the Judiciary Committee 
has sent a bill, as. contrasted with a constitu- 
tional amendment resolution, back to subcom- 
mittee. House committee members are di- 
vided over whether the attack should be along 
the line of a simple law or an amendment to 
the Constitution. 

It is our opinion that if President Eisen- 
hower and Vice President Nixon can have an 
“understanding” now—as they say they have 
—then certainly a simple law ought to. be 
tried first. But it would be better to submit 
a constitutional amendment so a start at 
least can be made. Otherwise nothing at all 
may be achieved in this session. 

The issue is too important to lose in a 
wrangle between either parties or chambers. 
If the Administration and the leaders of: Con- 
gress will get together on this urgent need, 
it can be met in some form or other. 


Through a Local Hoop 


A small note of local pride is permissible, 
if not inevitable, in the results of the Mis- 
souri state high school basketball tournament. 
Not only did undefeated St. Louis University 
High School win it, by defeating St. Joseph 
Central, 56-43, but also three of the, four 
semifinalists were St. Louis area teams. Evi- 
dently a lot of those poles lining the area’s 
back alleys are not for telephone lines; they 
are for basketball standards. 


Coming Around to a Test Ban 


President Eisenhower’s advisers are said 
to be drafting a proposal to suspend nuclear 
weapons testing for three years under United 
Nations supervision. This disarmament idea 
evidently is only tentative, but it is revealing 
nonetheless. 

First it reveals official belief that nuclear 
weapons tests can be detected and thus con- 
trolled by an international agency, despite 
the remarkable reluctance of the Atomic 
Energy Commission to admit the fact. The 
AEC long withheld news that last Sep- 
tember’s underground test explosion in 
Nevada was detected 2320 miles away in 
Alaska. 

Second, the draft plan is a tacit admission 
that Adlai Stevenson was not as wrong as 
Republican campaigners made him out to be 
in 1956 when he called for a test ban on 
nuclear weapons explosions. Also, Harold 
Stassen seems to have won recognition for 
his disarmament proposals despite his feud 
with Secretary of State Dulles and his resig- 
nation as the President's disarmament ad- 
viser. 

Finally, consideration of a test ban shows 
that the Administration is canvassing positive 
suggestions for a summit conference with 
Russia and other powers. State Department 
officials indicate they will reject Russia’s 
latest idea to permit international control of 
outer space in return for abandonment of 
American bases abroad. But as one proposal 
is rejected, another is being formed. Thus 
the constant exchanges of notes and barter- 
ing are leading the powers closer to real 
peace talks. And a suspension of nuclear

weapons tests may prove one of the most 
realistic moves that the powers could make, 
toward peace. ; 


Go to the Polls Tomorrow! 


Americans often have been criticized 
abroad for setting undue value on a high 
school or college diploma while showing the 
utmost indifference toward schools and their 
financial support. It took the Russian sput- 
nik, such critics say, to induce serious think- 
ing about education; and even this has 
brought more talk than action. 

While such criticism is exaggerated, there 
is a grain of truth in it. The national short- 
age of adequately trained teachers and physi- 
cal facilities for teaching does show that 
Americans have been neglecting their schools 
for the last decade or two. 

Not without cause, the people of St. Louis 
feel that their record in this matter is better 
than the record of the nation as a whole. 
They will have an opportunity tomorrow to 
justify this pride. They will have an oppor- 
tunity to vote in favor of a 21l-cent increase 
which would bring the school tax rate up to 
$1.51 per $100 of assessed valuation. 

The extra revenue is vitally necessary to 
enable the Board of Education to employ the 
addifional teachers needed to staff mew 
schools, to’ pay teachers an overdue salary 
increase of $200 a year and, in general, to 
meet the higher cost of maintaining at least 
the present standards of the school system. 

Almost without fail, St. Louisans have 
shown themselves ready to meet the financial 
needs of their schools. We trust that they 
will maintain this record—especially since 
an adverse vote would not merely deny the 
Board of Education the extra 21 cents being 
sought, but would drop the school tax rate 
back to the fixed rate of 89 cents. 

That, of course, would be an educational 
disaster. It would not only cut the local 
revenue for schools; it also would deprive 
them of more than $6,000,000 in state aid 
under the so-called Foundation plan. This 
help is granted only to school districts with 
a tax rate of $1 or more. , 

Organizations devoted to education,’wel- 
fare and civic affairs have familiarized them- 
selves with school needs and are convinced 
that the additional revenue is absolutely nec- 
essary. After weeks of explanation, we be- 
lieve that the people of the community are 
convinced that the money must be forthcom- 
ing if St. Louis is not to suffer a major educa- 
tional set-back. 

What is important is to translate this con- 
viction into effective action. Ballots must be 
marked in tomorrow’s special election. No- 
body should avoid going to his polling place 
on the theory that his vote is not needed. 
About 350,000 citizens are eligible to vote, 
and we sincerely hope that about 350,000 bal- 
lots will be marked in favor of the schools, 
No other issue is so closely connected with 
the future progress of the community.

A Bill for the White House 


No better proposal has been made in 
Congress in the current plethora of moves 
against the economic recession than that of 
Republican Representative Peter Frelinghuy- 
sen Jr. In calling for a federal school con- 
struction program, the progressive young 
Congressman from New Jersey anticipates 
a public works program: of unquestioned 
value already largely in the standby stage. 

The bill which Mr. Frelinghuysen an- 
nounced over the weekend calls for a total 
of $1,800,000,000 in federal aid to school con- 
struction, $600,000,000 for each of three years 
on a state or local funds matching basis. 
As we pointed out on this page Sunday, 
schools can be fitted into the current con- 
struction needs precisely, and also would re- 
lieve the critical classroom shortage created 
by the rapidly rising school population. 

Representative Frelinghuysen is one of the 
stanchest Eisenhower supporters in Congress. 
He is proposing essentially that the Admin- 
istration resume support of the school build- 
ing program which the White House spon- 
sored in the last session. If President Eisen- 
hower would put the influence and prestige 
of his great office behind the Frelinghuysen 
bill it would undoubtedly soon be pumping 
new life into our economy and schools. 


The Psychology of Five 


The five-man five-day simulated space re- 
connaissance which is taking place at. Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base fascinates us al- 
most—but not quite—as much as the recent 
week-long simulated trip to the moon by a 
lone lunar eagle. What fascinates us the 
most about it is the choice of five. 

In the psychology of close quarters, there 
is only one thing harder to bear than being 
tired of oneself, and that is being tired of 
someone else. And when the whole brunt of 
temperamental irritation is borne by one per- 
son, it makes quite a brunt. So two was obvi- 
ously out, 

Three would have been fine. The third 
man would have been the balance wheel, and 
every one of the three v'ould have had the 
privilege of believing himself to be the third.

The common impression among the 
American people is that the Irish in 
this country are a prolific people, 
noted for their large families. The 
impression is that they are not mere- 
ly reproducing themselves but are 
adding considerably to our popula- 
tion.

and the statement 
is made that of 
the racial groups

ica the Irish are among the least 
prolific, have by far the largest pro- 
portion of bachelors and spinsters, 
and present the greatest evidence of 
dying out, people are both shocked 
and incredulous. 

Among their first reactions is to 
cite a large Irish family as their 
clinching point. But when they are 
asked to mention additional families 
of comparable size, they usually find 
their list stopping unexpectedly 
short: Indeed, when they enumerate 
their adult friends of Irish extrac- 
tion, they find themselves suddenly 
confronted with the names of more 
bachelors and spinsters than they 
had realized. 


There are indeed some Irish fami-

- lies of unusual size. Our good friends, 


Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Brennan of 
Chicago, are the proud parents of 11 
rather young children. Pictures of 
the parents and the children stretch- 
ing between them in stepladder se- 
quence, as they march in the tradi- 
tional Easter parade, have appeared 


year after year in metropolitan pa- 
pers. Millions of readers were thus 
unwittingly led to think of the Bren- 
nan family as typical. 

For some 40 years we have minis- 
tered to young men and women of 
university age, counseling them on 
problems of courtship and marriage. 
We have introduced thousands to 
one another, married great numbers 
and followed them in their lives. 
We have not been able to escape 
noticing the difference in attitude 
toward marriage characterizing so 
many Irish-American young people 
and that common to those of other 
extractions. 

The latter look upon marriage and 
the family life as their normal, natu- 
ral goal; they are frankly eager to 
meet young people of the other sex; 
they mingle with ease and, before 
long, have found their mates. The 
home training has predisposed them 
for family life, nf they take to it; 
as the saying goes, “like ducks to 
water.” 

In contrast, the Irish are much 
more shy and aloof, to the point of 
being impractical. They hide their 
natural interest in the other sex un- 
der a mask of 
jaunty noncha- 
lance and seem to 
lack the clear-cut 
perception of oth- 
ers that marriage 
is the natural, 
normal goal to 
head for. This de- 
fect is traceable, 
we think, to a failure of many Irish 
families. Instead of pushing the 
fledglings from the nest when they 
are able to fly, Irish parents not in- 
frequently hold on to them until 
they long have passed maturity and 
indeed not infrequently until death. 

We quote from a letter by a woman 
with an Irish name which might be 


read by every Irish-American family: 
“From earliest girlhood I remem- 
ber, on occasions of weddings or en- 
gagements, hearing my mother make 
such remarks as these: ‘She would 
be much better off if she would stay 
single.’ ‘She doesn’t know when she 
is well off.’ ‘The idea of a girl with 
her education throwing it all away 
for marriage. So I grew up with 
the idea that indifference to men is 
a positive virtue.’ ” 

The far-reaching consequences of 
the difference in attitude toward 
marriage is illustrated in the case:of 
two families within our acquaintance. 
Some 30 years ago 
at the University 
of Illinois we had 
in class at various 
times a half dozen 
members of a 
German family in 
which there were 
14 children. All 
married, and now 


the elder couple have children arit- 


great-grandchildren totaling 142. in 
the same classes we had members of_ 
an Irish family likewise counting 44- 
offspring. 
that only 4 have married and they 
have 7 children and 3 grandchildren.

Hence 
the task before us is not that 
of finding artificial stimulants 
that will bring prosperity for 
one day and a collapse the 
next, but a task of laying the 
basis for a sound prosperity 
that will endure. 

The Federal Reserve System 
{is bending its efforts today to 
fostering credit conditions that 
will contribute to recovery and 
the maximum sustainable 
growth of our economy, as it 
was earlier when it was endea- 
voring to combat the inflation- 
ary fountainhead of today‘s 
troubles. 

In recent months, the Fed- 
eral Reserve, using every one 
of the powers it possesses— 
over discount rates, reserve re- 
quirements, margin require- 
ments and open market opera- 
tions — has operated to make 
credit more available and thus 
cheaper. 


Cushion for Adjustment. 


In. the credit and capital 
markets, Federal Reserve ac- 
tions have contributed to a 
marked easing that is illus- 
trated most dramatically by the 
very sharp drop in market 
rates of interest—the sharpest 
drop for any comparable pe- 
riod of which I have knowl- 
edge. 

This adjustment in credit 
and capital markets is helping 
to facilitate and cushion other 
adjustments in the economy, as 
well as to strengthen demands 
in important areas dependent 
on credit financing. 

It is*thus helping to set the 
stage for recovery in activity 
and employment as soon as

How soon. recession is 
checked and recovery is re- 
sumed will be influenced by 
the rapidity with which eco-

Reserve policy—that is to Say, | 


in business pricing policies, 
selling practices, and produc- 
tive efficiency; in wage bar- 
gaining; in various financing 
arrangements, and in the in- 
centives to consumers to buy. 


In the past, price retiuctions 
during periods of contraction 
served to stimulate increased 
buying and output and thus to 
contribute to general recovery 
and expansion. Undoubtedly, 
lower prices now would prove 
to have expansive benefits for 
economic activity generally. 

We all share the hope that 
the recession will be moderate 
and short-lived, but it is not 
possible to be completely cer- 
tain about the future course of 
economic activity. 


Underlying Strengths. 


There is a range of views 
currently held regarding the 
duration and extent of this 
recession, and of the timing 
and vigor of the ensuing 
recovery. 


In my own view, the under- 
lying strengths of the econ- 
omy are many. The inflation- 
ary trends seem to have halted 
before creating maladjustnients 
of such severity as to lead to 
a protracted period of liquida- 
tion and structural realignment 
in the economy. 

If needed readjustments are 
promptly made, the current re- 
cession may be moderate and 
short-lived, and healthy revival 
should set in, progressing to 
new records of economic per- 
formance and new high levels 
of national well-being. 

But let us not be misled into 
vain hope this will come about 
without effort on the part of 


all of us, for much depends 
upon the speed with which 
needed readjustments are 
made.

WASHINGTON, March 17 
(AP)—Chief Judge John J 


Parker of the Fourth United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 
died today of a heart attack 

Judge Parker, 72 years old, 
long had been one of the Na- 
tion’s most eminent judges 
His home was in Charlotte, 
N.C, 

He died in George Washing- 
ton University Hospital where 
he was taken last night after 
being stricken in the lobby of 
the Mayflower Hotel. 

Former President Herbert 
Hoover nominated Judge Park- 
er to the Supreme Coyrt in 
1930. but the nomination was 
rejected by the Senate, 39-41. 
One of the judge's decisions 
inf a labor dispute played a 
major role in his failure to get 
Senate confirmation. The seat 
went to the late Justice Owen 
J. Roberts. 

Following the Supreme 
Court's 1954 pronouncement 
that segregation of public 
school children is unconstitu- 
tional. Judge Parker headed 
the three-judge panel which 
issued the first lower court in- 
junction implementing the rul- 
ing 


He was a Republican and 
was active in G.O.P. affairs 
before his appointment to the 


Circuit Court of Appeals in 
1925 by former President Cal- 
vin Coolidge. The circuit em- 
braces the states of Maryland,

As chief judge of the Fourth 


Circuit Court, Mr. Parker ruled 
in the famous Clarendon Coun- 
ty, S.C., case that “separate but 
equal” school facilities for Ne- 
groes did not violate the Unit- 
ed States Constitution. 

In 1936 the judge wrote an 
appeals court opinion which 
reversed a lower court and up- 
held the right of the Govern- 
ment. through the Public 
Works Administration, to car- 
ry out its power program by 
allocating funds for construc- 
tion of public power plants. 
The opinion dealt with Duke 
Power Co's fight against a 
PWA-financed public power 
plant at Buzzard Roost, S.C. 

This opinion came at a 
time when Franklin Roosevelt's 


“New Deal” laws were under 
heavy fire by the Supreme 
Court. 


Organized labor opposed 
Judge Parker's nomination to 
the Supreme Court because of 
his decision in the famous “yel- 
low dog’ case growing out of 
a strike in West Virginia.

CHICAGO, March 17—In a 
two-game soccer series, the 
team that gains an opening- 
game tie away from home feels 
that it has scored a moral vic- 
tory.

Strong Attack by Lions.

TV Director Who 
Sidesteps Junk 


NEW YORK, March 17. 

IF YOU were to ask who is the best director in tele- 
vision, you would probably provoke a red hot argument 
in which the name Robert Mulligan would figure strongly. 
Mulligan at the moment has a strong claim to being the 
hottest director in live 
, television with “The 
Bridge of San Luis Rey” 
and “The World of Nick 
‘Adams” already under his 
belt this year and “A 
Tale of Two Cities” com- 
ing up. 7 

Quality is the word for 
Mulligan but he’s the 
first to admit it hasn't 
always been that way. All 
directors have had to do 
some fairly mediocre 
scripts simply to make 
eating money but in the 
last year or so the 33- 
year-old Mulligan has 
been in a position where 
he can call his own shots, 
pick his own scripts and 
sidestep the junk. The 
results have been impres- 
sive. 

“I try to do not more than five or six shows a year,” 
he says, “particularly on the 90-minute basis. If they're 
all hour shows I can do more.” Besides those mentioned, 
he has done one Kraft, and one of the best this year’s 
“Playhouse 90s” called “They Hanged My Saintly Billy.” 
He'll do another “Playhouse 90” (“Not the Glory” based 
on a novel by Pierre Boulle) and possibly the last Du Pont 
of the season which may be “The Winslow Boy” or “The 
Member of the Wedding.”

Altogether it adds up to a lot of quality. Mul- 
ligan turns down quite a lot of shows, “Why 
shouldn't I? You expend just as much energy on 
the bad ones as on the good ones—so why not do 
the good ones?” That's a point of view that might 
be emblazoned on the escutcheon of a few more 
directors. 


“THE BEST WAY to wind up with a good show is start 
with the best possible material. ‘The Bridge of San Luis 
Rey,’ for example, was a difficult story to handle because 
of the compression of time but it was worth it because of 
the beauty of the language. If the language is there, a lot 
of your battle.is won. It’s a joy to handle material like 
that.” 

“A Tale of Two Cities,” the Charles Dickens classic, 
will be physically an even bigger production than “Bridge” 
with 35 sets crammed into CBS's Studio 61. With its crowd 
scenes (which include the storming of the Bastille), it'll 
be physically more complex but easier to do because the 
story is so well told, he says. 


He'd like to do some other Dickens stories, 
“Great Expectations” being a particular favorite. 
I asked him if he could wave a magic wand and 
get anything he wanted in live television, what 
would he ask for? “More time and more space,” 
he said promptly. “I'd like to do three shows of 
two and a half hours every year. It would be mar- 
velous if we had two and a half hours to do ‘Tale 
of Two Cities’—though, mind you, I think we can 
do a good job in the 75 minutes we have.” 


TELEVISION, says Mulligan, has grown up steadily, 
doing a steadily finer job of dramatizing good books and 
plays. Good writers who would never before sell to tele- 
vision now will. For this reason alone he likes to keep 
some free time, rather than tying himself up for a whole 
season. “I like to hold some free time for wonderful sur- 
prises,” he says. 

He hopes “A Tale of Two Cities” will be the kind of 
show that will bring live television back East “where it 
belongs.” Mulligan has heard all the talk about the fine 
facilities on the West Coast but he’s done a “Playhouse 90” 
out there and he wasn't impressed. “We have the same 
things here.” Live television, he says, is still developing 
and always improving. Lighting improves steadily and the 
use of film and video tape makes possible things that 


couldn't be done a year ago.

VANDEVENTER PLACE, 
which will be razed to make 
way for a children’s detention 
home had its days of great- 
est grandeur between 1871, 
when the first mansions went 
up, and the early 1920s, when 
the character of the neighbor- 
hood began a subtle change. 

By 1910 quite a few of the 
original 86 home owners had 
begun to move farther west to 
escape the smoke, the noise of 
streetcars on Grand boulevard 
and the not too elegant busi- 
ness district which was grow- 
ing up around it, turning it 
into a little island surrounded 
by a sea of commerce. 

Some of the old families and 
descendants of the old families 
still occupied a lot of the 
houses, however, and those 
which had changed hands still 
were occupied by people of 
wealth. But the old close-knit 
atmosphere, propounded of a 
feeling of mutual wealth and 
exclusiveness, was beginning to 
disappear. at 

The residents in the 1920s, 
said one who lived there then, 
were not only disinterested in 
what their neighbors were do- 
ing, but they were totally in- 
different to what their neigh- 
bors might be thinking of what 
they were doing. 


The old order of formal 
social calls disappeared along 
with a lot of other things 
in the informality of post- 
World War I. About the only 
neighborhood mingling was 
by the children. The only 
time an adult’s foibles would 
arouse any neighborhood re- 
action was when they col- 
lided head-on with someone 
else’s foibles. 


It was during that period, 
which was when mild eccen- 
tricity began to come into full 
flower in Vandeventer. place, 
that one old-time resident be- 
came interested in German 
shepherd dogs. He became so 
much interested in them that 
in time he had 13 in the house. 
And you havén’t lived, said one 
former resident, until you've 
rung the doorbell of a house 
which contains 13 irate Ger- 
man shepherds. 

Unfortunately another resi- 
dent, who lived across the park, 
liked great Danes. He had 
three, which followed him in 
his perambulations around the 
area, attended by his valet. 

The day had to come, and it 
did, when the two dog tribes 
met head-on. What followed 
was a dog fight of monumental 
proportions, and a German 
shepherd killed a great Dane. 
It was the beginning of a 
strange canine feud. 

The next day the great Dafe 
man, convinced the early vic- 
tory was just a fluke, pushed 
a second great Dane into a 
fray with a German shepherd. 
It joined its companion in dog 
heaven. As the valet carried it 
away, the owner stood, waved 
his cane and swore in a voice 
heard all over Vandeventer 
place that by damn he would 
find a dog that could whip the 
German: shepherd. 

He brought in several dogs 
of reported fighting ability, but 
they, too, were polished off by 
the German shepherd. There is 
no telling how long this might 
have gone on ff the men’s wives 
hadn't forced both men to dis- 
pose of their dogs. 

But there was one thing re- 
garding which the people of 
the place were still of one 
mind, and that was exclusive- 
ness. Any effort to invade that 
was like a clarion call, and they 
rallied together to chase the 
invader out, through the courts 
if necessary. 

During the 1920s and ‘30s 
there were a lot of efforts. 
But, according to a strict agree- 
ment drawn up in 1870, upheld 
by the Missouri Supreme Court, 
no change in the rules could 
be made without unanimous 
agreement. Each property own- 
er held the power of veto. One 
of the rules was that each 
house should be a single- 
family dwelling and nothing 
else. 

The first big battle against 
encroachment came in 1922 
when, before the residents were 
aware of it, a pair rented a 
vacant mansion and started “a 
hospital for incurables.”’ 

The people of the private 
place came to court in a body. 
Women who had never seen a 
courtroom came in, wrote a re- 
porter, with the air of duch- 
esses on.a slumming expedi- 
tion. It was during this trial 
that the late Henri Chouteau, 
who resided at number 26, said 
he found the hospital objec- 
tionable because, among other 
things, he saw dirty children 
around the place.

children ever get dirty?” an 
attorney asked. Chouteau 
drew himself up. Vande- 
venter place children, he 
said, seem to get “clean dirt” 
on them, but the dirt on the 
other children “was dirty 
dirt.” 


Again in 1922.they had to go 
to court when they found that 
John and Sarah Harper had 
quietly opened a boarding 
house. The Harpers said they 
couldn’t see why anyone would 
object to a genteel, high-class 
boarding house. But the people 
of Vandeventer place could. 

One thing they objected to 
was the appearance, dress and 
manner of the boarders. With 
something akin to horror, one 
resident told of seeing guests 
at the boarding house lounging 
around on the porches and the 
lawn, some of the men in their 
shirt sleeves. Even worse, said 
another witness, some of the 
men were without their collars, 
and had their shirt sleeves 


rolled up. 
They defended themselves 
from determined boarding 


house operators again in 1923 
and 1926. Finally the boarding 
house operators, who seemingly 
had been standing at the gates 
looking greedily in at those big 
houses with all those daidy 
rooms, seem to have given up 
and gone away. 

But the calm didn’t last long. 
The bells really began to toll 
for Vandeventer place with the 
depression, because for the 
first time, it brought dissension 
from within. 

In 1931 several residents 
tried to convince the others of 
the advisability of turning théir 
property into a common pool 
and developing the arca as a 
midtown apartment center. The 
unanimous consent clause killed 
that. 

Then in 1935 the city pro- 
posed that the place be con- 
verted into a public park and 
health center, a project which 
aroused no enthusiasm among 
the residents. Shortly after 
that the owner of one of the 
houses really turned renegade 
and asked the Board of Alder- 
men to change the zoning of 
her property from residential 
to commercial Again the 
others leaped into the fray. 
They told the board that if the 
city did change the zoning 
they would fight it to the high- 
est court. The city didn't 

Residents repelled another 
attack of a different sort when 
they defeated the proposal of 
the post office department to 
change the name of the place 
to Verbeck, to honor a war 
hero. 


An interesting aspect of 
these battles is that in every 
case the would-be invaders 
argued that the place just 
wasn’t what it used to be, 
that it had become run-down, 
was surrounded by rather 
inelegant commercial enter- 
prises, that nearby neon 
lights winked derisively at 
the little stronghold and the 
noise of traffic on all sides, 
augmented by a skating rink 
on one side and a highly 
vocal religious group led by 
Brother Ben on another side, 
made the place anything but 
exclusive. 

Such statements fell on 
indignant ears. At one hear- 
ing a dowager rose, said, 
“Well, did you ever!” and 
stalked out. 

The depression brought fi-

nancial difficulties, too. Fami- 
lies which had been wealthy, 
found themselves not so weal- 
thy. Families that moved out 
but still owned houses in the 
place found taxes and upkeep 
too high. The only solution 
was to pull down the houses. 

The John D: Perry house, 
number 12, built in 1885, was 
among the first to come down. 
The home of Jordan Lambert, 
founder of Lambert Pharmacal 
Co., built in 1886, came down. 
Next was the home of H. Clay 
Pierce, most expensive in the 
place, once augmented by a 
separate house on Enright ave- 
nue to-house 22 servants. It 
had stained glass windows from 
Tiffany in New York, billiard 
rooms and gun rooms, and an 
elevator to the third floor. 

Some houses sat vacant, and 
a former resident who was a 
boy there in the 1920s recalled 
that they came in very handy 
for the youngsters who were 
breeding tropical fish. All the 
houses had old-fashioned bath- 
rooms with huge marble tubs. 
They made excellent aquar- 
iums. 

Some of the houses were oc- 
cupied in those days by people 
who would never have aspired 
to the place in earlier days. 
including such types as news- 
paper writes. The late Harry 
Neimeyer, drama _ critic of 
the Post-Dispatch, probably 
shocked some old-timers by en- 
tertaining theatrical people 
there, and Frank Fay and Bar- 
bara Stanwyck were married 
in his Vandeventer place house, 

There was a sculptor who 
moved in during the 1930s. He 
planned a monumental statue, 
and even the 14-foot ceilings 
were too low to accommodate 
it. He took an axe and cut a 
hole, so that the statue’s head 
could project on through to 
the second floor. 

By the 1930s horses had dis- 
appeared from . Vandeventer 
place with one exception. A 
descendant of one of the early 
families kept a white horse in 
his garage, for no reason other 
than his belief that it was a 
retired fire horse. A kindly, 
white-haired man, he had al- 
wavs wanted a fire horse. 

Every time a siren would go 
off or a bell ring, he would 
rush to the stable to soothe the 
horse, lest it take an urge to 
go in pursuit of the fire. What 
he never knew was that the 
man he had commissioned to 
buy him a fire horse hadn't 
been able to find one. The 
animal actually had spent its 
life pulling a junk wagon. 


When one elderly couple 
moved from one house to 
another in the place, it was 
revealed that the lady of the 
house was a gifted amateur 
painter. She had turned out 
dozens of portraits. The only 
thing was, they were all of 
her husband, and all in the 
same pose, like Napoleon, 
with hand in tunic. 


There were those who, al- 


though their income had 
shrunk, held on grimly and 
kept up a front. One elderly 


lady clung to a limousine. It 
had long since become an an- 
tique, but it was a symbol. She 
had a combination cook and 
house man who had saved his 
money from the good days, in- 
vested it in real estate and was 
well-to-do. Eventually he, too, 
realized an old dream, to have 
a limousine and a chauffeur.

In 1947, when the Veterans 


A meeting was held. The 
people of Vandeventer place 
tried to marshal their forces 
for another legal battle, but 
the old fight just wasn’t there. 
The heart of Vandeventer 
place had grown too old and 
feeble. In fact, news of the 
Government’s decision was 
kept from several elderly, 
invalided women still living 
in their childhood homes. A 
nurse, speaking for one of 
them, told reporters: “How 
could she leave this house? 
Where would she go? Why, 
even the furniture was made 
by hand to fit the rooms in 
which it stands.” 


During the next three years 
the mansions were pulled down, 
one by one. On hand were de- 
scendants of the original occu- 
pants, to buy some paneling, a 
chandelier, a marble mantel, 
which would be a link with the 
past. 

The houses had cost from 
$35,000 to $150,000 to build. 
The entire parcel. was valued | 
by Government appraisers at | 
$393,266. 

After the hospital was built. 
there was still the west end of 
Vandeventer place, from 
Spring avenue to Vandeventer | 
avenue, containing some 30 big | 
old homes. But the ravages of | 
time, weather, indifference and | 
a radically changed economic 
and social status had left the | 
block a sad parody of its for- 
mer grandeur.

The 
lamps were lighted all along 
the Porch of Solomon and it 
stood cool and august in the 
glow of a thousand man-made 
fireflies. Above that rose the 
great east facade of the tem- 
ple, its four-story solid-gold 
cluster of grapes and.the gold- 
pointed spires glistening in the 
white light of the Nisan moon.

He 
prunes away any branch. of 
Mine that bears no fruit, and 
cleans any branch that does 
bear fruit, that it may bear 
yet more abundant fruit 

“By now you are clean, 
thanks to the lessons I have 
given you. Remain united with 
Me, and I will remain united 
with you. A branch can bear 
no fruit of itself, that is, when 
it is not united with the vine; 
no more can you, if you do not 
remain united with Me. I am 
the vine, you are the branches. 
One bears abundant fruit only 
when he and I are mutually 
united: severed from Me, you 
can do nothing. If one does 
not remain united with Me, he 
is simply thrown away like a 
branch, and dries up.” 

The party moves on, and the 
Apostles were fatigued to the 
bone. It had been a long day; 
they had been up by dawn in 
Bethany, where Jesus had left 
His Mother in the care of 
Mary and Martha. It was past 
midnight now, amd the eyes of 
the fishermen were heavy and 
their feet were slow.

that their brains ached with 
remembering. 

They did not complain be- 
cause they sensed that this 


night they might receive the 
last of many lessons from the 
Messiah and they knew that 
they would have to remember, 
before they could apply the 
word.

the cemetery outside the wall, 
and in the darkness the sepul- 
chers and*the little ossuaries 
looked like so many broken 
teeth. Near here they crossed 
the stone bridge over the 
Brook Cedron and took the 
road on the far side toward 
the little Gethsemane where 
they would sleep. 


“This is My command- 
ment.” Again fie said, “Love 
one another as I love you. 
No one can give greater 
proof of his love than by lay- 
ing down his life for his 
friends. You are My friends” 
—He looked around at the 
wan, bearded faces — “‘pro- 
vided you do what I com- 
mand you.” 


Surely, this often-repeated 
commandment to love had now 
taken root in the Apostles’ 
hearts. It would not only sus- 
tain them during the hours 
that lay just ahead, but, of 
course, become the _ central 
theme and _ identification of 
Christians throughout the ages. 

They were 200 yards from 
the little olive press in the 
miniature valley which sepa- 
rates Jerusalem from _ the 
Mount of Olives. For some 
time now, since they had 
crossed the brook, they had 
been bearing away from the 
city. At the Gethsemane, the 
wall and the temple are a 
quarter of a mile to the west. 

I made no more pro- 
nounhcements until He reached 
the stone caves with the big 
rotary presses, full of the odor 
of old oil. During this walk, 
He had been concerned, in the 
main, with imparting to His 
leaders the few basic funda- 
mentals of His New Testament. 
These 11 would, with proper 
roots, produce "ew branches 
for the teachings of their Mas- 
ter, and they would impart His 
blessings and His sacraments. 

It was complex and burden- 
some for these simple, believ- 
ing men to try to understand 
these truths, and they were 
comforted to know that after 
Jesus had gone, the Holy 
Ghost would gome to them and 
repose within them without | 
their knowledge; that He would | 
reveal many things to them 
and even sharpen their memo- 
ries so that the words of Jesus 
wo come back truly and 
clearly. 

They turned off the little 
road near the juncture of the 
highway to Jericho, and moved 
easily in the moonlight among 
the little olive trees at the 
base of the mountain. Jesus 
knew that He had a further 
task. He must tell them some- 
thing of the future. They were 
innocent of the trials ahead; 
they were human reeds easily 
bent and broken; some, He 
knew, would not pass the first 
trial tonight. And yet He had 
to tell them so that, in remem- 
bering His words, they would, 
in the days ahead, be armed 
with His prophecies. 

“If the world hates you.” He 
said as they moved into a big 
cave cut in the _ limestone, 
“bear in mind that it has hated 
Me first. If you were children 
of the world, the world would 
cherish its own flesh and blood. 
But you are not children of the 
world: on the contrary, I have 
singled you out from the 
world, and therefore the world 
hates you.” 

Jesus was speaking, it seemed 
to His troubled Disciples, as if 
the hatred of the world—this 
hatred of the Messiah—should 
be taken for granted. But 
wasn't this contrary to every- 
thing they had learned, every- 
thing they had hoped? They 
would not be kings, then, Sit- 
ting on thrones flanking His; 
instead they were to take His 
word out to people who would 
not listen, people who would 
scorn and reville, and often 
kill cruelly the men sent to 
them with the word of God. 
Now, for- a time, they must 
have lost their vision of vic- 


ory. 

With good courage a man 
such as Peter could make an 
impetuous offer of his life, but 
here for a moment he lost his 
religious ‘and gallant) sense of 
victory in death. The Apostle 
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PRAYED IN THE GARDEN 


Thomas was most _ easily 
reconciled to the brutal truth 
of future martyrdom, He would 
be the first to welcome such a 
role 


“Remember what I told vou: 
a slave is not better off than 
his master. If they persecuted 
Me, they will persecute you 
also; if they took My teaching 
to beart, they will take to heart 
yours also. Not only that: it 
is because you profess My 
name that they will treat you 
in all these ways; for they do 
not know Him whose ambas- 
sador I am. Had I not come 
with a message to them, they 
would have ng sin; as it is, 
they have no excuse for their 
sin. 

“He who hates Me hates My 
Father also. Had I not done in 
their midst what no one else 
has ever done, they would have 
no sin: as it is, they have seen 
and hated both Me and My 
Father. How pitiful that this 
saying in their Law must needs 
be “fulfilled ‘They have hated 


. re 


Me without cause! 


One by one, the Apostles sat. 
A little light filtered from the 
moon through the olive trees 
into the cave. One stood and 
lit a few old lamps along the 
wall and now they could see 
Jesus plainly in the feeble saf- 
fron glow. He looked taller, 
broader and some noticed for 
the first time s#fat His feet 
were bare. 


A few stood leaning against 
the cave wall, understanding 
that this was the moment to 
chisel into their minds every 
feature, every aspect, every 
attitude and every word so 
that someday soon, when He 
would be no longer with 
them. they could say to the 
new disciples of Jesus: “This 
is how He looked. This is how 
He talked. This is what He 
told us to tell you... .” 


BEFORE HIS BETRAYAL. 


No one knows what the 
Apostles thought of His most 
recent discourse, especially of 
the two references to “they 
would have no sin.” Jesus had 
told the people, and more 
especially the Pharisees and 
the Sadducees, that the exter- 
nal signs of obedience to the 
law of God were as nothing: 
rubbish. They were as worth- 
less as the rich, heavy bark of 
a tree which conceals the rot 
inside. He had come with a 
message of love; a command to 
love, from His father, and they 
had been appalled. 

“When the Advocate whom 
TI am going to send you with a 
mission from the Father—the 
Spirit of truth, who proceeds 
from the Father—has come, He 
will witness in My behalf,” 
Jesus continued. “And you, too, 
will witness, because you have 


been with Me from the be- 
ginning.” 

This was the second time, 
within the hour. that He had 


assured the 11 that they would 
not be alone after He had gone. 

“I have told you this, that 
you may not waver in your 
faith. You will be put out of 
the synagogue,” He said quiet- 
ly, and He looked about to see 
whether the fear which He 
sensed was apparent. It wasn't, 
and Jesus continued: “Not only 
that: a time is coming when 
anyone who kills you will think 
he is offering to God an act 
of supreme worship.” 

Those who had been leaning 
against the wall sat upright 
and listened. “And they will 
do this because they know 
neither the Father nor Me.” 
Now human fear began to show 
in lines around the eyes of 
the men who listened “But 
enough!” the Messiah said. “I 
have told you this, so that, 
when the time comes for it to 
happen, you may recall that I 
told you so. I did not tell you 
all this at the outset, because 
I was still with you.”

The 11 men closest to Jesus

They may not have 
comprehended the separate 
sides of the mystery—as, in- 
deed, no man would ever un- 
derstand it except, perhaps to 
illustrate it with a figure of 
speech likening it to fog over 
an icy lake and pointing to the 
fact that the ice, the water and 
the fog are separate entities, 
but that each one is water 
But, for what He told them, 
they had progressed from the 


point of thinking of Yahweh as 
God one and alone, to God the 
Father and God the Son, and 
now, this evening, to God the 
Father. God the Son and God 
the Holy Ghost, equal and in- 
divisible 

“A little while 


and vou see 


Me no longer.” Jesus said, 
“and again a little while, and 
you will see Me.” This too 
mystified those who stood in 
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Jesus and Disciples on Way 
To the Garden of Gethsemane 


the little Gethsemane, because 
they did not relate it to His 
death—the words, to them, de- 
scribed a man going on a jour- 
ney. They began to ask each 
other what was meant, and 
Jesus now was patient with 
them, fatigued as He was. 

“Is this what you are dis- 


* cussing among yourselves, My 


saying: ‘A little while, and you 
do not see Me: and again a 
little while, and you will see 
Me’? I must be perfectly frank 
with you: You will weep anda 
lament, while the world re- 
joices. You will be plunged 
in sorrow, but your sorrow 
will be turned into joy. 

“When a woman is about 
to give birth, she is in sorrow 
because her hour has come: 
but when she has. brought 
forth her child, she no longer 
remembers her pangs for sheer 
joy that a human being has 
been born into the world. 

“So you, too: at present you 
are in sorrow: but I shall see 
you again, and then your hearts 
will rejoice, and no one will 
take your joy away from you. 
That will be the time when 
you ask Me no more questions. 
... If you make any request 
of My Father, He will grant 
it to vou in My name. Up to 
the present you made no re- 
quests in My name. Make them, 
and thev will be granted. Thus 
nothing will be wanting to your 
jov.”’ 

This was not only the story 
of His death and of His resur- 
rection from a new grave, but 
it was more than that—it was 
a direct challenge to doubters 
(if any existed among the 11 
present) to prove the divinity 
of Jesus by asking the Father 
for something in His name. 
In the final 15 hours of His 
life, Jesus was prepared to 
have His Apostles put him to 
the test 


“Thus far,” He said, in His 


final discourse to them, “T 
have spoken to you in prov- 
erbs..A time is coming when 
I no. longer speak to you in 
proverbs, but tell you about 
the Father in plain language. 
That will be the time when 


vou make requests in My name: 


and [I do not tell you that 
I shall petition the Father in 
your behalf. Of His own ae- 


cord the Father loves you dear- 


lv, because you are settled in 
your love for Me and in your 
conviction that I come from 
the Father. I come from the 


Father and have come into the 
world 

“And now I am leaving the 
world and going home to the 
Father.” 

The 11 were so pleased with 
the little speech that they in- 


terrupted the discourse and, 
with happiness in their eves, 
began to sav: “There now. You 
are speaking plainly and avoid 
all figures of speech. Now we 
know that You know everv- 
thing and need not wait till 
someone asks You. And that is 
why we believe that You come 
from God.” 


Jesus nodded in understand- 
ing, partly pleased, partly in 
sorrow “You now believe?” 
He said. “‘Mark well: a time 
coming, in fact, it is at 
when you will scatter, 
going back to his 
leave Me all alone! 
am really alone, for the Fa- 
ther is with Me. I have fore- 
warned you of this event, that 
vou may find peace of soul in 
union. with Me. In the world, 
afflictions are in store for you. 

“But have courage,” He said 
to them finally: “Il have over- 
come the world.”
